This  letter  is  to  Inform  you  of  the  intentions  of  the  Montana  Department 
of  Highways  to  develop  a  Federal  Aid  highway  project  on  U.S.  Highway  #93 
(FAP  #5)  in  Lake  County  north  of  Ronan,  Montana.   The  proposed  project  would 
begin  at  Mllepost  47.8  +  just  north  of  Ronan  and  extended  northerly  for  11.2  + 
miles  to  Mllepost  59.0  +  which  is  the  junction  with  Montana  Highway  35  (FAP  52) 
near  the  south  edge  of  Poison.   The  proposed  project  will  consist  of  upgrading 
the  existing  2  lane  road  into  a  4-lane  facility  by  overlay  and  widening  where 
feasible,  with  some  total  reconstruction  where  necessary.   This  will  include 
widening  the  existing  Pablo  Feeder  Canal  bridge  structure  to  a  4-lane  structure. 

The  project  will  upgrade  the  road  to  accomodate  a  4-lane  section  and 
provide  a  facility  capable  of  accommodating  present  and  predicted  traffic  volumes. 
The  current  proposal  is  for  the  new  alignment  to  closely  follow  the  existing 
alignment.   The  existing  right-of-way  will  be  used  as  much  as  possible.   However, 
a  considerable  amount  of  new  right-of-way  will  be  required. 

No  firm  letting  date  has  been  established.   This  will  depend  on  problems 
encountered  during  design,  the  availability  of  funding  and  the  acquisition  of 
new  right-of-way. 

In  addition  to  informing  you  of  our  intentions  to  develop  this  project,  we 
would  also  like  to  request,  from  you,  any  assistance  that  you  can  give  us 
relative  to  information  pertinent  to  this  project.   Any  information  regarding 
problems  this  project  could  cause  or  eliminate,  environmental  matters,  views 
or  opinions  for  or  against  the  project,  or  any  other  matter  that  you  feel  might 
be  appropriate  will  certainly  be  appreciated.   Also,  if  you  know  of  anything 
existing  or  planned  that  could  be  affected  by  this  project,  we  will  appreciate 
your  informing  us  of  it.
